PAYING CASH. 


A. Syatem of X>oin^ BmilneH Which Shovld 


B« Enforcod by MercUagU. 


Perhaps in the millennium, of wtich 


thosa who draam dreams have had fair 
visions, peoplo may pay as they go. 
and tktu th« iccounta of the world 
will be vastly simplified; but until that 
time comes w« may look to see the old 
credit system prevail, with all its vices. 
And these vices »r« many. Their chief 
result is that they make existence a 
hard straggle for thousands of honest 
and energetic business men; that they 
put a premium on dishonesty; that they 
waste many a good estate in litigation, 
and that they force the men who pay 
cash to bear a portion of the burden 
caused by the improvidence or knavery 
of those who live on credit. It is per- 
haps true, as asserted by political 
economists, that credit baa many ad- 
vantages when properly extended, but 
the tendency is always in the direction 
oi carelessness. If man could always 
judge the integrity of their neighbors 
accurately, the credit system would be 
deprived of half its dangers. But as 
we are all liable to be deceived, the 
cash plan seem* the only safe one. If 
adopted it would put an end to the 
speculative ventures which so frequent- 
ly disturb the equilibrium of trade, and 
it would largely restrict the number of 
men engaged in all kinds of business, 
and would force these men into more 
productive branches of industry. One 
of the worst evils of the large cities, in 
this as in all other countries, is the 
overcrowding of all branches of mcr- 
cuntile' business. Ten men. desire to 
keep a store and earn an easy living 
where there is legitimate business for 
one merchant. The fruit of this is ruinous 
competition and a heavy percentage o£ 
failures. Every failure means loss to 
creditors, frequently the crippling of 
iine business houses .carried on for 
years in an upright and honorable 
manner. The general adoption of the 
cash system would do much to prevent 
this overcrowding. 


But even granting that in wholesale 


trade the credit systemofl'ers many ad- 
vantages to merchants, of which it 
would be a hardship to deprive them, 
the same argument can not be tid- 
vancud in regard to the retail trades. 
Here it is the direct meeting of the con- 
sumer with the merchant, and there is 
no good reason why the cash system 
should not prevail. We have inherited 
the credit system from England. It is 
a relic of an aristocracy wliich argues 
tliat the plebeian trader must be kept 
in proper subjection, and the best 
means to do this is to withhold as long 
as possible the coin which rightfully 
belongs to him. The wealthy classes 
in our large Eastern cities have adopted 
the same ideas. It is no uncommon in- 
cident to Iind butchers, grocers and 
other retail dealers of Neiv York with 
unpaid accounts of millionaire custom- 
ers, running over two or three years. 
These men will tell you. that they are 
perfectly sure to be paid in the end, 
unless their customers' fortunes should 
suddenly collapse, but that they are 
constantly hampered for 
tha 
cash, 


which these wealthy customers coulil 
pay with ease, but apparently never 
dream of doing, save at long intervals. 
The dealers send in their bills regu- 
larly every threo or six months, but 
those intimations are received as a mere 
matter of routine, and it is seldom that 
any attention is paid to them. Retail 
dealers in almost every department of 
trade could parallel this instance. 
There was a case recently of a dealer 
in rare books in New York who failed 
because he was unable to collect the 
accounts on his books, many of them 
belonging to wealthy bibliophiles. If 
he could have collected these dcbj.s, 
which represented only a fair prolit on 
what he paid for tbe books, he would 
have escaped the disaster that over- 
whelmed him after a quarter of a cen- 
tury of active business life. 


Retail dealers there are, few and far 


betweep, who enforce the cash system 
and who give to purchasers with the 
ready coin the advantages which such 
payment ought to bring. But the great 
majority of retail dealers are bound by 
conservative tradition, and go on in 
the old way, losing a liberal percentage 
of their profits in bad debts, and read- 
justing matters by putting an extra 
burden of charge on the shoulders of 
the'cash purchasers. The system, pur- 
sued in nearly all branches of trade, 
makes living dear even where the raw 
materials of life ought to be very 
cheap.—San Francisco Chronicle.

To do this it 


needs not that one should go to any 
great expense. 
A little thought will 


evolve plans and contrivances, which a 
little ingenuity in the handling of ma- 
terials and tools will bring into shape, 
and comfortably and profitably housa 
all the poultry on the farm and make it 
more than p:iy for the time and labor 
bestowed. 
A lean-to against a barn is 


easily constructed, and can be made so 
warm and comfortable that the hens 
will lay nearly all winter. 
An unoccu- 


pied stall in the stable, may be so en- 
closed as that the birds may, having 
the run of every thing and of every 
place all clay, be glad to return to their 
own quarters at night, and for laying 
purposes during the day as well. Thus 
may tlie thoughtful and careful pro- 
vider have eggs to soil all the winter, 
just at the very time of all the year 
when Uujv sell for the most money. 


Not only is this true, but poultry 


thus provided for will sit earlier in the 
spring and thus give early birds at a 
time when birds are worth money, and 
more money than they will bring a 
month or two Inter, when everybody, 
even they who let the hens roost in tua 
trees all winter, have plenty. 
Nor is 


this the only good accomplished. 
The 


earliest birds make the best shows at 
the fairs in Hie fall, and the biggest to 
sell all summer. 
By all means, then, 


prepare for winter.—Caiman's liurdl 
World.

FATAL FLAIWK8. 


Disastrous Fire in Alleffheiy Oity—One 
Fireman Killed and Four Injured. 
ViTTsm'uoii, Pa.. Nov. 21.—A disastrous 


lire occurred in Allegheny City, near Her- 
ns' island, yesterday afternoon, in which 
ono fireman was killed, four others in- 
jured, three ice-houses, two stables and 
seven dwellings destroyed and as many 
families rendered homeless. Tho fire broke 
out, in one of Omslaer's ice-houses about 
ones o'clock, and was caused by some boys 
who started a lire in one corner of the 
iiiildin;,' to roast potatoes.

The 
wind was high, water was scarce and 
the lire burned furiously, spreading rapid- 
ly. 
In li'.ss than half an hour the flames 


hud communicated to dwellings on each 
side of the icehouses, and it looked for a 
time as if several blocks would have to be 
siiiTilireil to tho liorce flames. The fire- 
men worked heroically, however, and, 
finally, after four hours' hard fighting, 
conquered the fiery element. In doing 
to. however, John Coward of the Grant 
Kngiiie Company lost his life, and John 
Molz, John

John Fritch were injured. Coward was 
struck on the head with tailing brick from 
a chimney and instantly killed; Met/-was 
working by his side and was also hit, but 
I'Hi'iiped with painful bruises. The others 
were burned by flying sparks, but were

s'uranci1 of about $15,001}. The inmates of 
the dwellings lost all their household 
fo»ds and barely escaped with their live-,.

The Need of the Navy Yards. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Mr. Wilson, Chief 


of the Bureau of Construction and repair 
of the Navy Department, in his annual 
report shows that $528,925 were expended 
during the last fiscal year in repairing 
United States war vessels. The appropria- 
tions for last year of $1,000,000 for the gen- 
eral care and protection of the navy in the 
line of construction and repair was much 
too small and the work in progress was de- 
layed for want of necessary funds. The 
same difficulty will be experienced this year 
to a greater extent, and so he asked for an 
extra appropriation of 1310,000 to carry on 
the 
work 
without 
interruption 
for 


the 
remainder 
of 
the 
fiscal 


year, 
Unless 
this 
additional amount 


is 
allowed, 
it 
is 
more 
than likely 


that work in all or most of the navy yards 
will have to be nearly if not entirely sus- 
pended early in the spring, entailing a 
much greater expense in the end, in com- 
pleting suspended work than would have 
been incurred had sufficient funds been 
available to continue the work without in- 
terruption. 


The steel cruisers Atlanta and Boston 


are at the Brooklyn yard, and the Chicago 
is still at Chester, where work on her is 
now being pushed rapidly toward comple- 
tion. He asks for an additional appro- 
priation of $52,000 for the completion of 
these vessels. 


Mr. Wilson calls attention to tho recom- 


mendations made in his last report relative 
to the necessity for the Government put- 
ting its navy yards in condition to meet 
any demand that might bo made upon them 
in an emergency in the building of armored 
or unarmored ships of war. The greatest 
necessity, he says, exists for having better 
docking facilities in all our navy yards. 
This is rendered more important on ac- 
count of the frequency with which the 
steel ensheathed vessels will require to be 
docked to clean and paint their boitoms. 
In the event of a foreign war this great 
deficiency would be seriously felt, per- 
haps more so than any other of our present 
wants. 


It, is therefore worthy of grave con- 


sideration whether immediate steps should 
not be taken to place our navy yards in 
this respect in the most thorough condi- 
tion of effectiveness. While other nations 
are increasing their docking facilities, 
which are greater in one of the English 
dock-yards than in all of ours combined, 
we are doing nothing but theorizing. 


Public Printer Benedict's Mistake. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 32.—The relations be- 


tween the Senate committee on printing 
and the Public Printer are somewhat 
strained, and if the reports, which come

THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 


Henry George's Land Theory Criticised 


by Archbishop Oorrigan. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Archbishop Corri- 


gan, in his pastoral letter read in all the 
churches of this diocese to-day, has this to 
say in regard to Henry George's land 
theories: 
"Undoubtedly God made the 


earth for the use of all mankind; but 
whether the possession thereof was to be 
in common, or by individual ownership, 
was left for reason to determine. Buch 
determination, judging from the facts of 
history, the sanction of law, from the 
teaching of the wisest and the actions of 
the best and bravest of mankind has been, 
and is, that man can by lawful acts, be- 
come possessed of the right of ownership 
iu property, and not merely in its use. The 
reason is because a man is strictly entitled 
to that of which ho is the producing cause, 
to the improvement he brings about in 
it, and tho enjoyment of both. 
But it is 


clear that in a farm, for instance, which 
one has by patient toil improved in value, 
in a block of marble out of which one has 
chiseled a perfect statue, he can not fully 
enjoy the improvement he has caused un- 
less he has also the right to own the object 
thus improved. He has a strict right, and 
evil are the laws which ignore it, either to 
ownership and enjoyment or a full com- 
pensation for the improvement, which is 
his, To strive to base an argument against 
ownership m land by reasoning on tho 
universal distribution of air and light is 
only a freak of the imagination. 


"Once deny the right of ownership anil 


you sow the seed of stagnation in human 
enterprise. 
Who would burrow the earth 


to draw forth its buried treasure it the 
very mine he was working was at the 
mercy of the passer-by whom its richrL 
might attracts 
Who would watch witl 


eagerness the season when to sow and to 
reap and to gather the harvest which i 
the very fruit of his labors, if he is toli 
that those who stand by the wayside idle 
are equally entitled to its 
enjoyment 


True, indeed, in many painful instances 
the rights of the toiler are trampled upoi 
and the fruits of his labor snatched frorr 
his grasp. True, this is doce too frequent- 
ly with the concurrence, or at least, the con- 
nivance, of the law. 
This is tho evil thai 


needs redress, but such redress can nevei 
be brought about by denying a funda- 
mental right, or by perpetrating a radica 
wrong."

ARTHUR KINNBY IS DlfflAU 


Out Down in His Youth, a Victim 


of Overwork and Mental 


Worry. 


Sketch of His Llfe-Tlie Post Mortem. 


The death of Arthur E. Kinney oc- 


curred Saturday evening at 5:26 o'clock 
at 483 Bt, John's Place, the home of Mrs 
Horace Morgan. He passed away peace- 
fully, attended by his wife and ruembe -s 
of the family who had lovingly and tear, 
fully ministered to his comfort during 
the long days and nights of his painful 
illneees, The sickness of Mr. Kinney bfd 
caused general solicitude in the oity, and 
for weeks before he passed away citizei a 
generally anxiously inquired about his 
condition/ To-day^their hearts are filled 
with sadness as they realize that the en- 
ergetic and genial young man whom they 
had known and admired for his upright 
life and enterprise is no more. He was 
out down in his youth, just when life was 
opening up before him full of promise 
arid while he was beginning to reap the 
reward of his work in building and ex- 
tending the usefulness of the Citizens' 
Street Railway enterprise, of which he 
was the superintendent, secretary and 
treasurer. In the development of the 
line he devoted bis undivided attention, 
personally planning end arranging for 
the success of the undertaking. He was 
up early and late in looking after the 
business, arid the strain upon him ment- 
ally and physically was more than ho 
could stand, and sickness and death was 
the inevitable result, He began to com- 
plain of pains in his head and arm iu 
September, and had he realized the seri- 
ous nature of his temporary illness, prob- 
ably a month's rest from worry and work 
would have averted his prostration, but 
liis early Blllictiou came at a time when 
the street cor track was torn up for the 
street paving enterprise, and feeling tLmt 


personal supervision was necessary, 


tie doubtless thought that he might get 
well with ordinary care, He was mis- 
taken, 
He broke down with mental 


worry, and his life is the forfeit 
AH De- 


oatur mourns his death to-day, aud oilers 
sympathy to the bereaved young widow, 
parents and fatherless children. 


Arthur Kinney was a man of rare busi- 


ness talents. In his boyhood he was 
taught to be industrious and provident, 
and had he lived to utilize his experience 
and training he would have amassed a 
competency before many years, while be 
would have contributed largely to ttie 
development of the business interests of 
Oeoatur. The city has sulfered a lots in 
lis untimely death, and the street ear 
:ompany a most efficiebt superintendent. 
Do the indomitable spirit of the deceas- 
ed Decatnr is indebted to-day for the 
iresent street oar line, iu which D. S. 
Jhellabarger an 3 W. L. Ferguson are in- 
erested, aud it was through the efforts of 
tfr. Kinney that onr city has Oakland 
'ark, one of our home summer resorts. 
L'he building of the street car line hss 
inhanoed the value of property west of 
he oity and has giveu our people a ohe&p 
means of transit that is the pride of the 
city, 


Sunday morning a post mortem exam- 


nation of the body was held by Dr. W. 
F. Ohenoweth, assisted by Dr. Ira N. 
larnes and Dr. S. S, Bumstead, in the 
presence of A. S. Morgan and Undertaker 
Jullard. They found the brain in a con- 
gested sthte, and the tissues of the bowels 
slightly inflamed. The surgeons author- 
ze the statement that Mr. Kinney died 
of typho-mania, which it is believed wes 
nduoed by mental and bodily fatigue oc- 
casioned by his business the past few 
months. 


Dr. Prince, ot Jacksonville, was called 


lere two weeks ago to consult with Dr. 
Chenoweth. The Doctor made an inci- 
sion in the left arm of the deceased, be- 
ieving that he was afflicted with enlarge- 
ment of the bone. The arm had pained 
Sir. Kinney at intervals since he was a 
ad of six years. The operation was not 
satisfactory and nothing oume of it. 


The deceased was the only Bon of Mr. 


and Mrs. John E. Kinney, and was in the 
31th year of his age. He was born at 
Lumberville, Bucks county, Pennsylva- 
nia, May SOtli, 185S, where his father WBS 
:hon engaged in teaching school. Later 
the family returned to Baire, Vermont, 
and in 1858 they removed to Evaneton, 
111,, and in 1860 they aame to Deostar, 
where they have since resided. Arthur 
obtained a useful education iu the public 
schools of the oity, became a member ot 
the First M E. church and m his youth 
was an active and useful worker m the 
Sabbath school, serving many years us 
librarian or secretary. In 1874 he was 
united in marriage to Carrie R. Hubbard, 
daughter of W. E. Hubbard. 
Bbe died 


in August, 1879, leaving three small chil- 
dren. The daughter, Carrie JLuoille, fol- 
lowed her mother to the grave six months 
after her death. The two boys survive. 
They are Lewis Noyes Kinney, aged 11 
years, and John W. Kinney, aged 7 years. 
At Rochester, N. T,,on Sept. 25,1883, the 
deceased was married to Miss Alma Mor- 
gan, daughter of Mrs. Horace Morgan, 
and siater of Horace, Walter, Albert and 
George Morgan, She has been a devoted 
wife to her afflicted huehund, and bes 
been faithful in her attendance at his 
bedside during his fatal lUiiim 
The 


members of the Kinney, Morgan and 
Hnbbard families, together with the 
more intimate friends of the deceased, 
have nlio been devoted ,in their attention 
to him aud have left nothing undone that 
love or money could command to give 
him relief—all without avail. His mal- 
ady baffled the skill of the medical fra- 
ternity, aud death relieved him of his 
sufferings.

gress this afternoon from Stapp's OLapel. 
The services are being conducted by Kev, 
Stevens, assisted bv Rev. Oonltas.

Our abode in the Catskills w?s on« 


of
